52. (currently amended) A liquid dietary supplement for diminishing symptoms of inflammatory 
disorders, said supplement consisting essentially of: 

about 19.29 weight percent water; 
about 25 weight percent sucrose; 
/ about 35 weight percent oils; 

/ about 1 5 weight percent flavoring; 

about 5 weight percent glycerin; and 
\ less than 1 weight percent minor ingredients selected from antioxidants, preservatives, 

colorants, stabilizers, emulsifiers or a combination thereof : 
wherein the oils are concentrated borage oil and concentrated marine oil. 

53. (previously presented) The dietary supplement of claim 52, wherein the oils consist of about 
57% concentrated borage oil and about 43% concentrated marine oil. 

54. (previously presented) The dietary supplement of claim 52, wherein the flavoring is 
orange/peach flavor. 



55. (previously presented) The dietary supplement of claim 52, wherein the minor ingredients 
comprise xanthan gum, colorant, sorbic acid and ascorbyl palmitate.
